prominent witness who appeared be- 
fore the Itnrdsley investigation com- 
mittee at their meeting yesterday after- 
noon was Gov. Pattison. His appear* 
unco was a surprise to most of the 
members. 
The 
governor, however, 


stated that he had been unable to at- 
tend at the time he was requested to, 
and as ho was in the city to-day be 
wished to place himself at the disposal 
of tlm committee, as his official engage- 
ments might not allow him to do so 
again without groat Inconvenience? 


At tlio opening of the session Qov. 


Pattison after .being sworn, was In- 
formed that according to the. report 
presented to tho committee by the 
mayor's experts tho Chestnut-street 
bank was accredited with (riving John 
Bardsley lutcvebt on "the public money 
during 1380 to tho extent of (WU.BO, and 
was asked to.explain it. 


Gov. Pattison replied that during the 


time he was president of tho bank, 
from 1887 to January, 1891, the bank 
had a deposit of public money, but 
never the pro "rata it was entitled to 
under tho .ordinance of council regula- 
ting the city banking. They also bad 
n deposit of the state -funds, but he'em- 
phatically declared that no Interest, di- 
rectly or indirectly, was paid by the 
bank or its officers on those deposits. 
Interest was, however, paid to Mr. 
liardsley on a certificate of deposit in 
his own name. This came to his no- 
tice first in Aiigust, 1890, when Bards- 
ley wanted 8 per cent This rate he 
would not allow to bo paid, and Bards: 
ley withdrew - the certificate. 


A't tho clone of Qov. Pattlson's testi- 


mony lie withdrew! and Expert Brown 
took tlib stand and resumed giving his 
evidence in regard to Uardsloy's money 
•tradings, There was a groat many of 
them, ranging from small 'sums to 
Inrge ones, many of tlicra to contractors 
and aomoto well-known politicians, the 
latter, however, mostly appearing ,to 
be paid. 


Export llrown then informed, the 


committee of a number of banks to 
which ho had loaned a lot of interest 
money intrusted to him by JJardsley 
amounting to $300,000. Expert Brown 
also testified that they had discovered- 
that'Bardsley had In his hands for some 
bime 8115,788.88, tlio proceeds of the sale 
of Hocnrltios belonging to the sinking 
fund which he loaned out at Interest.

Tin Plate in Spite of Them. 


•A. personal visit to the new tin plate 


World now nearing completion is St. 
Looie, the project of F. Q. Niedririghaufl 
A Co., sobuflemu that tlune people pro- 
pose to manufacture tin plate in large 
quantities in the near future. They are 
putting up money, the Bam of which will 
reaclt nearly one! million floltors, in the 
erection of thie new plant to follow the 
new industry, made possible by the Mo- 
Kinley bill. Thie is being done By the 
NiedringbariB people in the face of all the 
minopreeentntiohs and obstacles that it 
in possible for American and English free 
traders to pot in their way, bat the| out- 
lay ot cash in the completion of the plant 
in oontinnde without intermission which 
the measure of this company's faith in 
the possibilities of that industry on Amer- 
ican Boil. NiedringhauB & Co. have been 
manufacturing tin plate in the stamping 
works at the rate of about forty boxes 
a week. This hail been largely export 
mental and has satisfied them that the 
business can be made a enopees anil the 
erection of the new works is the I out- 
growth o( the satisfactory results of the 
infant plant at the stamping works. The 
new plant is located near the river on 
Deatrahan and Second etreeta, «nd vhen 
completed* will employ about 600 men 
and will torn pot about from five ban 
dredtoaix hundred boxes of tin plate 
a day. This plant consists of a rolling 
mill about 260 feet by 250 feet and a 
building about 800 feet by 100 feet Where 
the process of tinning the steel sheets 
will be done. The rolls are now being 
placed in position in the rolling mill and 
are not materially different from tl e or- 
dinary sheet iron rolls except that they 
nro more nicely adjusted so OB to: oil« 
tinner sheet. In all there will be from 
20 to 25 sets ot rollers with a full com- 
plement of heating and annealing fur- 
naces. 
The tinning house will be 


equipped with fifteen different sets ol 
tinning pots. In anticipation of the eao- 
0990 of the tin plate business ia. this 
country, this company has purchased 
about 800 acres of land in Illinois near 
the oast end otMeiohants' bridge where 
they expeot to remove the stamping 
works, whicn are now in'the heart of the 
city, aiid also build other tin plate mills. 


This enterprise ia being poshed ahead 


in spite of the opposition of our Ameri- 
can free traders, who, to a man, would 
rather see it fail than -to succeed at the 
expense of their favorite stock theories. 
Bat the tin plate industry has come to 
stay in spite of the whole free trade crew, 
as the pinto gloss and other industries 
have. As their theories have been made 
rodioolons in the past, so they will again 
suffer. The same ftee trade outcry that 
is now being made against the duty on 
tin plate, was made against the duty ol 
828 dollars a ton on steel rails. In regard 
to that daty, Mr. Marshall, a Democratic 
free trader, representative ot Illinois in 
Congress said, "It will deprive the rail 
road companies of the use of steel rails 
except at enormous cost," but to-day that 
enormousToost he predicted is less than 
the daty originally imposed. The same 
foolish free trade speeches and opposition 
were indulged ia in 'relation to the duty 
on plate glass but to-day plate glass that 
cost 82.50 per square foot can bo bought 
for 75 cents n square 
foot. Ameri- 


can free traders have always fought 
against the interests ot America "find 
in support of the interests of Eog 
land bat since I860 there has never been 
a time when there were not enough 
American voters who prefer the sancess 
of Iheir own country above that of Eng- 
land to prevent the designing free traders 
ot America from turning over Amorionn 
business to our business rivals in Great 
Britain.

BISHOP WARRBH Wilt PRESIDE. 


Meeting of the Methodist Oonfer- 


enoe at Bloomington 


Sept. ia. 


Ihe important .religious gathering in 


September nill'be the annual meeting of 
the Illinois Oonference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Ohnroh to be held * at Bloom- 
ington beginning on 8epi 1C. It will.be 
the ministerial and lay conference of the 
church, like the meeting of the Confer- 
ence held in Deoalnr in 1887. Speaking 
ot tbe' coming meeting the Bloomington 
Leadefh says: 
" . 


A large, brainy and enthosiastio gath- 


ering is to be held in Bloomington in a 
few weeks. It ia ,nol a political, caucus 
nor a camp-meeting, a fanners', picnic 
nor a soldier's reunion, but a gathering 
of preachers, five' hundred strong. 
'•The annual meeting of the Illinois 
Conference ot the Methodist Ohnroh will 
convene in this city on September 16, 
and the two congregations of that de- 
nomination here are already - preparing 
for the reception of the body of clergy- 
men. 
The meetings of this body are al- 


ways of , moment to church people 
throughout this portion of" theBtate, for 
it ia at this convention that pastors are 
appointed for all Methodist churches: in 
the Conference. It ia of* more than usual 
importance this year, for in connection 
with the assembly of preachers will also 
be held what is known as the lay elect- 
oral college. This body is composed ot 
lay representatives of all congregations in 
the conference, who meet to 'elect 'dele- 
gates to the general conference of the 
church, which meets once in four years. 
This congress of laymen is entitled to 
elect two delegates to the conference and 
the clergymen six, making a representa- 
tion of eight in all. The laymen meet 
apart from the preachers and bave«no 
direct connection with the doings of the 
latter. They generally convene two days 
otter tbe opening of the conference, mak- 
ing the/ date Friday, the 18th. 
They 


simply meet, elect their delegates and go 
home. There will be about 200 present 
at the session 'this year, which together 
with tbe 300 preachers will make a large 
assembly. 


This will be the first meeting ot the 


conference in Bloomington since tbe 
year 1878. At that time tbe body of min- 
isters waa ot course not nearly so large 
aa now. The sessions were held in the 
ohnroh called University Charge, now 
Grape M. E. ohnroh, and were presided 
over by Bishop Wiley, now deceased. 
The sessions this year will be held in tbe 
First M. E. church, and Bishop H. W. 
Warren ot Denver will preside. Beside 
the routine work ot the meeting it is ex- 
pected there will be oome special exer- 
oiees prepared which will make the'meet 
ing one of general interest and profit 


The general conference, to which dele- 


gates' are to' be elected will meet' in 
Omaha, Nebraska, in May, 1892. '
